One  of  the  greatest  statesmen  that 
onr'ijonntry  has  prodweed.  was  Jas. 

fl.  BUune.  Ht*  missed  heiiiu'  Tie-ident 
by  a  narrow  margin  and  and  then 
only  by  the  fool  remnrkt^  of  a 
preacher  at  n  bnnrpiet  in  New  York 
justyak)i'eTii»ilfl»ejiiH>  ijU  1884,  and 
if  iJ  hud  been  iu»mina(ed  in  180J  he 
woA  have  been  elected.
